The only things I can 
complain about are the sketchy 
backgrounds, occasionally a little too 
sketchy (when he does get detailed, 
as on the splash page, the result is 
admirable), and the lettering. “Here 
Comes a Candle”: I’ve sung it’s 
praises so many times before that I’m 
about sung out. I think I'll complain 
instead: the collapse of the revolution 
into bloodshed is one of the most 
interesting parts of the French 
Revolution, and I wish this install- 
ment had been twice as long to give 
it its due. Well, I also have to 
specially applaud the triptych about 
the confiscation of church lands: a 
marvelous piece of picture-and- 
wordplay. “The Iron Panther”: 
competently drawn and written, but it 
suffers by comparison with the other 
two stories. Plain dumb action.

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have to groan aloud at that single 
panel with the chicken friars, the 
simian monks, and the penguin nuns. 
I really enjoyed the scene in #27 
where Lisette shakes Beulah’s head 
right off and Thomas saying ‘It’s so 
fashionable now.’ Now we know that 
Mary Hanson-Roberts can do sick 
humor as well. I’m impressed. 

Now for comments on the stories 
from #6 that were reprinted in the 
Best of Furrlough. “Romanics: Viri 
Magni Momenti” is another well 
done chapter in Joe Rosales’ story. 
It’s interesting that the story is 
getting much gloomier. A question to 
Joe: what happened to Petrius? He 
was always standing next to Marcus, 
but now he’s gone.
